The convention at Loxington 
today will decide who uhall be the 
■tamlard*lN>aror of tho Democratic 
party in tho gubernatorial content 
in November, and, for the aake of 
harmony, it in hoped that Jamea 
I), lllack will be choneii. An Tint 
IIkkai.ii ban all the time main¬ 
tained, ho of all men in tho party, 
can come nearer harmonixing the 
factionn than ni.y man in theatate, 
and therefore in the only man in 
our opinion that can win with 
onim. Mr. Hookham, with the party 
machinery and hi* henchmen in 
the Held might ho able to pull 
through, but it in doubtful. Wheth¬ 
er Mr. Koekham or Mr. Itlack re. 
coiveu the nomination, the former 
ahoutd call a upeeiul aeniionof the 
legialature, and repeal the (Joelml 
election law. With that odious 
uieuHure on the atatuto hook, no 
democrat can win, and with it 
wipod olT, much of the ammunition 
the repuhlicana are uuing would ho 
lout to them in the campaign. 
Tine IIkkai.ii fought againut the 
enactment of the law when it wna 
lint promulgated becauae it deem¬ 
ed it unfair, undemocratic and 
unamorican. but it wan enacted, 
tried and proved an ignoininouii 
failure—a regular boomerang to 
the democratic party. It hint to 
tho party not Iom than 25,0001 
votea, and cauiMNl the defeat of the I 
ticket. It nhould he wiped out j 
of exiatenco, and in lieu thereof 
no absolutely fair election law 
hIioiiIiI l»o enacted. Let each elec¬ 
tion hoard he compoMod of etjual 
nuiulMim of hoth tho democratic 
and ropuhlican partieu, and no 
man can have cauao I«» coni|dnin. 
Should Mr. black receive the nom¬ 
ination and Mr. b>>ckhum have the 
law repealed or amended nu to give 
each party exact representation, 
the democratic majority in No¬ 
vember will easily he Ho.oimi to 
•10,000. In the last election severul 
thousand good democrats voted for 
brown and for Taylor for no other 
reason than because of this infa¬ 
mous election law. and were it 
wiped out they would return to the| 
fold. If Mr. beckhinn is today 
awarded the nomination the best 
thing he can do to enhance his 
election is to call the legislature 
together and have the law an¬ 
nulled. It will add thousands of 
votes to his columns, and if lie 
does not do it we can hardly hope 
to win. Whatever the result of 
the deliberations of the conven¬ 
tion today the repeal of the (.loo- 
bo! election law should follow, and 
our chances of success would he 
greatly enhanced. It muat'be re¬ 
pealed or wo arc without hope.
